|:| 1o Between 12 April and 8 May 1953, the Moltke Keserne in Schwerin was occupled to
capacity by 1,500 to 2,000 troops who wore red-bordered black epsulets, including 5X1

2. Prior to & May, the Krueger Kasernme was occupied to capacity by an eetimated 1,200
to 2,000 troops who wore red-bordered black epsulets with artillery iasignia. Trucks

3. Until 8 May, the Fritech Kaserne was occupled to capacity, by an undetermined numbaer
of troops. About 50 percsnt of the soldiers observed wore red-bordered black
epaulets, about 40 percent black-bordered crimson epnulets, and about 10 percent

4o Between 28 April and 8 Kay, the Adolf Hitler Kaserne in Schwerin wes occupied %o
eapacity. The windows were sbout 95 percent lighted at dusk. On 28 April, 34 officers
and 270 soldiers wearing black-bordered crimson epaulets and carrying 15 light
mortars and 18 heavy mwachine guns marched out of the installation. 4t 12330 p.m.
on 30 April, 60 soldiers with black-bordered crimson epaulets drilled yith carbines
and & officers and 40 EM wesring red-bordersd block epaulets practiced eiming with
L % 3T-mw AA guns. At 5330 p.m. on 4 May, 300 froops wearing black-bordered crimscn
epeulets fell ir in the barracks yard. *hree officers and €0 M with gasoline cans
came rumning from the Buchholzerwald (forest) to the barracks installation. At 6320
p.m. on 6 May, 6 x 57-mn AT guns were pusihed from the barracks yard into the gun
shed by groups of 8 soldiers each, -
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Prior to 8 May, the Hindenburg Kaserne appeared to be occupled te cepacity.
About, 90 percent of the windows were lighted at dusk. At 4:15 pom. on 28
April, 15 officers and sbout 80 soldiers wearing red-bordered bleck epauleis
and 9 rocket launchers were ldentified northeast of the barracks installation.

The legend to the skeich attached as innex indicates the cccupation of Goerries
Fliegerhorst prior to the end of April. A% 6 p.m. on 7 May, 15 offlcers and 65 8
wearing red-bordered black epaulets were seen marching into the Fliegerhorst.

On 8 May, the Fliegerhorst was occupied to capacity. All quarters were lighted
at dusk.

Prior to 8 May, the Krueger Keserne was occupied to capacityo On 30 #pril, 12
officers end sbout 400 unarmed soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets
asgembled in the barracks yard.

Prior to 8 May, the Moltke Kaserne was occupled to ecapacity. About 90 percent
of the windows were lighted at dusk. Sbout 50 soldiers prachiced with 4 T-43 .
tanks on 30 April.

Until 8 May, the Fritsch Keserne was ccoupied %o capacity. Aboub 95 percent
of the windows were lighted at dusk. At 7:30 p.m. on 5 May, about 150 soldlers
with black-bordered black epaulets fell in in the barracks yard. Reels with fielc
wables lay near the troops. At 6315 p.m. on 6 6 tonk trucks

were fueled

distribution of units in Schwerin is carried as follows:

Molike-Kruscer Xasernes as the Moltke Kaserne and the Krueger Kaserne form &
joint billeting area, they are carried se one installation. The Vith (Hv?)

Tank SP Rogt of the 94th Gds Mtz Bifle Div snd the headguarters snd units of the
4th Gds drty Brig (US) are believed to be stationed there. In addition, a
motoreycle unit of the division mey also be quariered there.

Fritach Kagerpes headquarters and the 159th Gds Sig Bn of the 94th Gds Mtz Rifle
Tiv as well se AAA units of the division andfor the IX Mtz Rifle Corps. The
officers and EM about to be entrained may have been troops geing on furlough.
Adolf Hitler Kagerne: the 286th Gds Mtz Rifle Regt of the 94th Gds Mtz Rifle Div
and AAA vnits of the division and/or the IX Mtz Hifle Corps. It is possible thav
the 115th How Arty Regt of the division is alse stationed in the Installation.
Bindenburg Ksserna; the 10th Gds RL Regt of the IX Miz Rifle Corps and, possibly.
signal units of the corps.

Goorries Fliegerhorshts vhe corps headquarters and the unidentified slgnel battall
of the IX Mtz Rifle Corps. the unidentified engimeer battalion of the corps which
is alsc statloned there was reported by another source to have left for Priemer-
wald near Cuestrow at the end of April to engage in the construction of a

supply depot there. The legend to the sketch of the installation, attached as
Amex 3, indicates that 122-mm and 210-mm guns were parked in the gun sheda.
Source alleged that the latter guns had gun~barrel trailers. Such guns have so
far not been observed in Schwerin; according to the T/E assumed here, they are
alsc not csrried with a motorized rifle division nor with a motorized rifie
corps. However, 1t might be possible that the 4th Gds Arty Brig (US) is also
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equipped with 122-mm guns as, emong othier units, the 136th Gun arty Hegl is
cerried as belonging to the brigade. The equipment of the brigade would then
be entirely unusual, especlally, this observation would be the first of its
kind after a large number of sources have gupplicd pericdical information from
this post over a period of several years. Although the existence of 122-mm
guns is not entirely impossible, the observalions indicating 210.mm guns are
definitely not eredible, as this type of gun has not yet been sgeen in Bast
Germany and as even the 34th fArty Div {US) of the GOFG has no such gun equipment.
The unit in the Fliegerhorst reported by source to have worn bluck-bordered red
epoulets does not fit into the picture of the wccupation of the Fliegerhorst
